If the pay of the teachers was what it should be, and if 
the teacher saw when he entered the profession a chance before him 
of advancing until he attained eminence and a good income, there 
would be thousands of young men learning to teach instead of seek- 
ing a livelihood in other directions. 

The teaching profession must be made so attractive that it will 
be selected as a profession, and a life work by men. To do that the 
salaries must be large enough to enable a man to support a wife and 
family. Today even the professors in the universities are under paid 
except the presidents, and they give neither time nor attention to 
their work. This state pays an enormous salary to Wheeler of the 
State University, who is always in Egypt, dining with the Kaiser or 
hobnobbing with the President, but never on hand to look after the 
school which pays him for managing its affairs. It would be wise if 
the President of the university, which apparently requires no atten- 
tion, were given to one of the professors and the money paid Wheeler 
were distributed among the other men who dearly earn it. 

But first of all let us make the salaries of teachers attractive. 
Let us encourage young men to look to the profession as a life work, 
and let us do all we can to bring a nearer equality between the sexes 
in the Normal schools of the state.

THE COMMISSION CAN SETTLE THE DEPOT QUESTION 


The State Railroad Commission has just ordered the Southern 
Pacific to erect a depot to cost not less than $15,000 at Modesto. The 
details of the depot as to style and character are given and the order 
of the commission must be obeyed within six months. 

Modesto is about one-third the size of Richmond, and does not do 
one-third the business that passes through the office at this point. 
Therefore there is very little reason to doubt that the Commission will 
handle the Richmond case with equal liberality and that we shall get 
the depot here that the business and interests of the town demand. 

As former President Mellen of the New Haven & Hardford de- 
clared the other day, the railroads of today are standing hat in hand 
to the people, that is as it should be. The people should not be un- 
reasonable, nor extravagant in their demands, but they should not 
forget that there is a good deal of water in most railroad stock and 
the public should not be obliged to pay good dividends upon water. 
A fair dividend upon the real value of the roads astd the LM ane 
they represent is just and proper. But no more. There is plenty of 
money for depots and they should be erected of the proper size and 
kind. 

If the people allow an inferior depot to go up it will be years 
before it will be changed or improved.They should look forward to 
what Richmond will be in ten or twenty years and require the rail- 
road to build for them.
